a) The United States has forbidden its ships to sail ina

b) Numerous enemy merchant ships have been armed. It is 
known that those armed ships have instructions to use 
their weapons aggressively and to ram U-boats, 

‘hese two new facts give the Reich Cabinet occasion 
to renew and emphasize its warning, that in view of the 
increasingly frequent engagements, waged with all means of 
modern war technique, in waters around the British Isles 
and in the vicinity of the French coast, the safety of neu- 
tral ships in this area could no longer be taken for granted, 

Therefore the German Government urgently recommends 
the choice of the route south and east of the German-pro- 
claimed danger zone, when crossing the North Sea. 

In order to maintain peaceful ship traffic of the neu- 
tral states and in order to avoid losses of life and propert:

The “erman 
armies have succeeded in overrunning large parts of western surope, but the 
overseas imports which they require are still barred from the seas commanded 
by the Royal Navy. Many fewer ships are now en gaged in legitimate neutral 6 
between Europe and the americas. Moreover, we must now control, not only ships 
ping approaching thc “editeranéan or the North Sca, but all shipping crossing 
tho Atlantic. To apply this control in ths old way would mean diverting many 
ships far out of their course to contraband bases in British waters, either 
in this island of in West africa. To avoid imposing such grave inconveniences 
upon shippers, snipowncrs, and crow, His Majcsty's Government have decided to

From the time Ship 16 (Auxiliary Crui ser Atlantis) was placed in service 
in December 1939 until she was sunk on 22 November 1941 I was Commandant of 
the ship. 

On 22 November 191 the auxiliary Cruiser had met at about 0700 hours 
Central European Time the 'U 126" (Bauer) at the meeting place ordered by the 
Naval War Command and at once taken the boat in tow for the purpose of 
carrying out the projected taking on of supplics. Shortly after 0800 hours 
three mast tops were sighted. Immediately afterwards a cruiser of the 
"Dorsetshire Class" was recoznizabié beyond doubt which was sailing towards 
Ship 16 just as the airplane catapulted off her. 

The British cruiser kept a distance of 160-200 hn, shot a stopping salvo, 
demanded identifications signals and continued to keep herself outside the 
artillorryange of the auxiliary cruiser while travelling back and forth at top 
speed. 

As soon as the British cruiser had been sighted the tow ropes connecting 
the auxiliary cruiser and the U-Boot were untied and the oil pipeline cut. 

By the time the U-Boot nad submerzed the English airplane had come up rather 
closely. While the airplane kept on circling the stopped auxiliary cruiser and 
flashed light signals, it was attempted to answer the identification signal 
requested by the English airplane and cruiser, by means of flag and morse 
signals, 

After more than an hour had passed during which the auxiliary cruise 
delayed matters by insufficiently answering the British identification signals 
the "Devonshire" started shelling the shipe Defense was impossible due to the 
lack of artillery range. 

After the sinking of the auxiliary cruiser the English plane circled see 
veral times the place of sinking as well as the crew members of ship 16 
floating in the water or safe in life saving implements, and then flew out of 
sizht ranze. 

It was possible to take the crew members floating in the water into the 


life boats or save them by other life saving implements. Later on a tow train 
was formed which was teken into tow by the U-Boat. 
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After having been towed for 36 hours the crew was 
picked up by the V-ship (possibly supply ship, Transl,) 


Python which, Subsequently, sailed in a Southerly direction 
to a meeting place ordered by the Naval War Command, which 


was reached on 29 November 1941. 

On 20 November at about 1600 hours again 5 mast tops 
were sighted which was recognized immediately as cruiser 
of the Dorsetshire class and which was sailing directly 
towards the meeting place. Request for identification 
Signal as on 22 November 1941. Since a defense was ims- 
possible the sinking of the Pytnon was started at once. 
The crew was ordered to abandon ship the bridge was set 
afire and the ship blown up. After the ship, having been 
blown up, sank in flames the crews of Ship 16 and V-Ship 
Python were collected in lifeboats and other lifesaving 
implements. During the distribution oi the two crews 
among the various crafts a British ship plane came into 
the immediate vicinity. 

At both sinkings no attempt was made = possibly due 
to danger involved for British cruiser — to save even 
individual crew members.
